VATICAN CITY 'LwcLix- fl-Jnliniib itilL liinic- 1* zjrive in 
Rome before a conclave to elect a new pope can be 
called, the Vatican said Monday 

The papal election process started with a General 
Congregation of Cardinals, a preliminary round of 
talks, on Monday morning. The meeting was at- 
tended by 103 out of the 115 cardinals expected to be 
tasked with choosing a new pontiff 

“The others will arrive between today and tomor- 
row,” Vatican spokesman the Rev. Federico Lom- 
bardi told reporters. 

The conclave can start only after all cardinal elec- 
tors, coming from all over the world, are in place, 
meaning that a decision about the start date could 
come as early as Tuesday The conclave will be held 
in the world-famous Sistine Chapel. 

The Cathohc Church is looking for a new leader 
after Benedict XVI retired last week. The 85-year- 
old, the first pope to resign in 600 years, said he was 
too frail to continue the job. He since has retired

tention to it. People will naturally sabotage themselves.” 

He said he’s trying to keep his affinity for potato chips at 
bay, and is adjusting to a dramatically different diet of veggie 
smoothies, healthy soups and no drinking. 

“I’m a pretty sedentary dude, unfortunately,” he said. “I 
have put on a lot of weight from working here.” 

Amanda Lannert, the CEO of JeUyvision’s interactive soft- 
ware arm, said the competition this year has changed. While 
previous contests have been for individual weight loss, this 
year the company assigned random partners to participants. 
The dynamic of working in pairs, she says, adds more moti- 
vation to succeed, and creates more accountability Partners 
can scold a teammate to put down a sandwich, or compare 
notes on diets to shed more weight. She recalled making a 
S300 side bet for a spa gift card a few years ago as a way to 
keep herself motivated. 

“When it’s a competition and it’s ‘mano a mano,’ and some- 
one falls off the rads, it’s almost a good thing,” said Lannert, 
40, of Hinsdale. “Now they are working together. I wouldn’t 
be surprised if this was the biggest success yet.” 

Lannert said the teasing and ribbing throughout the com- 
petition is good-natured, and in the end, all participants want 
each other to succeed. Still, it doesn’t keep some from think- 
ing about throwing a fatty wrench in the wheels of the com- 
petition. 

“I’m planning a cheese grit, biscuit and gravy breakfast for 
a little later in the competition,” said Justyn Harkin, 37, of 
Edgewater. One week in, he and his partner led the competi- 
tion, losing a collective 20 pounds. So far, there has been a 
lot of teasing and saying no to birthday cakes. A co-worker 
has even joked in an email that a flulike virus going around is 
an “enterprising biggest loser strategy” Five weeks in, Har- 
kin is about 16 pounds down from 293. His goal is to lose 
40 pounds. 

“I think the team aspect, too, gives you a bit of account- 
ability,” he said. “I hope it tantalizes me to stick with it be- 
yond the competitions.” 

Lannert said previous competitions in the office have en- 
couraged members to lose “life-changing” amounts of weight. 
All teasing aside, she said everyone in the office, competing 
or not, wants to see his or her co-workers succeed. 

“There are people who really end up looking great,” she 
said. “The proof is in the pudding.”

Arnie Niekamp knows he has a lot to lose. 

Five weeks into his company’s weight-loss com- 
petition, he is down about 20 pounds from 280. 
But his teammate in the contest, who happens 
to be a CEO, is super-serious about winning, 
particularly after watching another team drop 
20 pounds in the first week of competition. 

“If I don’t lose weight, I might lose my job,” 
joked Anderson, 37, who works at theJeUyvi- 
sion software and gaming companies in Goose 
Island. “Eve got a lot to lose; I’m a tall, big guy” 
With a few hundred dollars and the title of “The 
Biggest Loser” on the line, Jellyvision employees 
who are participating in the lo-week contest say 
temptation gets tough, and friendly sabotage is in 
the air. Cookies and cakes are finding their way into 
conference rooms. Someone scheduled a chdi coo- 
koff One particularly dastardly employee is posting 
recipes for easy-to-make garlic bread and guacamole 
to Facebook, tagging everyone participating in the 
contest. 


Offering prizes like gift cards or cash for employee fitness 
is a growing trend among companies. About 60 percent of 
companies used financial incentives to get employees to par- 
ticipate in health management programs or activities in 2012, 
according to a survey by Towers Watson and the National 
Business Group on Health. Another 20 percent say they plan 
to do so in 2013. 

The question is, does the fierce competition help or hurt 
people who participate? Some say the underhanded tactics 
just provide more incentive to win. 

“Really what it does is, it just reminds people that they need 
to be motivated,” Niekamp said. “It reminds you that you’re 
competing with people. The best strategy is not to draw at-

During competitions set up by 
Baird’s company, there are quite a 
few suggestions that get “eye rolls.” 
Listening to music, deep-breathing 
exercises and even smiling are rec- 
ommended stress relievers, which 
improve overall well-being. If an 
officemate seems to have a good 
strategy, no matter how odd, don’t 
laugh it off. 

4 Find a buddy or team 

Whether it’s someone in the 
contest or out, Baird says, one of the 
most important keys is surrounding 
yourself with others who have good 
habits. Take on a work partner who is 
most likely to encourage you to eat 
healthy food and work out regular- 
ly. Also, get roommates, significant 
others or family to play along to in- 
crease your odds of success.

“Attitude is 90 percent of health,” 
Baird says. Your workplace is doing 
something different, so you might 
as well enjoy it. Keeping an eye on 
the prize doesn’t hurt either. Many of 
Baird’s clients have used vacations, 
cash prizes, iPods and gift cards as 
incentives to win.

ground checks for private sales of guns during 
testimony in Colorado on Monday 

Kelly and Giffords previously have said 
they plan to lobby strongly on state and fed- 
eral levels for laws to address gun violence. 
Kelly, a former astronaut, testified before the 
Colorado Senate’s State, Veterans and Mili- 
tary Affairs committee, which is considering 
tougher legislation. The Colorado proposal 
requires all private gun sales to be subject to 
background checks. 

Kelly, who stressed that both he and Gif- 
fords own guns, said that such checks would be 
“a small price to pay” to prevent guns from fall- 
ing into the hands of those who are dangerous. 

“When dangerous jjeople get guns we are 
all vulnerable,” Kelly said of Jared Loughner, 
his wife’s shooter, who legally purchased the 
weapon and ammunition used in the attack.

As they say, it ain’t 
over until the mother 
of the incinerated 
demon baby sings. 

Actually 17-year- 
old NeU (Ashley Bell) 
barely remembers 
the events of 2010’s 
hit “The Last Exor- 
cism,” the surpris- 
ingly creepy thriller in 
which the professor 
from “Saved by the 
Bell: The College 
Tears” played a priest aiming to expose 
exorcisms as hooey He obviously learned his 
lesson, but in “The Last Exorcism Part 11 ”— 
whose self-parodying title recalls nonsense 
like “Einal Destination 5”— Nell only vaguely 
recalls her conflict with a demon named Ab- 
alam, who NeU screams wUl “kiU us aU!” as she 
shakes in the bath. 

Unfortunately, no one refers to this condi- 
tion as the Abalam Shakes. 

The first “Last Exorcism” made unusually 
effective use of the found-footage approach 
and actuaUy explored the vulnerabUities of 
behevers and the doubts of the unconvinced. 
With a new director and writers, “Part 11 ” 
dumps the faux-doc style and revives the

same shadowy figures and cheap loud noises 
as the previous 5,000 “Exorcist” rip-offs. 

Nell moves into a “transitional house” for 
troubled young women in New Orleans, 
though the girls don’t appear damaged at 
all and enjoy the care of a mustached father 
figure (Muse Watson) who occasionally turns 
up to say, “What the hell is going on?” 

He also promises, “Whatever you’re run- 
ning from won’t find you here,” a statement 
that’s just asking to be proven wrong. 

It would be a lot more interesting to have 
Nell live in the wake of the first movie’s 
terror, rather than periodically forgetting it 
to giggle about a guy (Spencer Treat Clark) 
who hkes her. Or maybe she could just not 
continually shake off visions of her dead 
father (Louis Herthum), to which she always 
responds, her eyes gaping wide, “Daddy ...” 

Among the many sins committed by the 
rarely unsettling and frequently ridiculous 
“The Last Exorcism Part II,” the worst may 
be the film teasing the presence of a demon 
chicken and then not delivering. That’s just 
not something you joke about.
